Coal Ship Blown Up.

CorvaLris, May 20.—A portion of the
crew are here, from the ship St. Charles,
which blew up while enroute from Nan-
iamo to Ban Francisco with a cargo of
coal,, when in longitude 126, lati-
tnde 45:28, May 17th. The explosion
occurred at 8 8. m. causing the crew to
abandon the ship, which wus sinking
when they left. It is thought that some
of the explosives used at the mine was
in some manner mixed with the cargo.
In all, three boats containing eighteen
men belonging to the ship, landed
at Cape Foulweather lighthouse. The
captain, second mate and two men were
badly injured. The captain is in o criti-
cal condition.
